NOTE. 

The figures in this Return differ from those contained in House of Commons Paper (•' Financial Relations." 
1*92-93). No. 334, of 1893, in two respects — 

( 1.) In that Paper the Expenditure is necessarily represented by Exchequer Issues, as the bulk of the 
Accounts for 1892-93 are not yet finally rendered. In this Return the actual Expenditure, so far as 
Ireland is concerned, has been ascertained. 

(2.) The Scheme, contained in the financial clauses of the Government of Ireland Bill, does not proceed 
altogether on the same lines as those on which>the “ Financial Relations" Papers have been lwsed.
